Hospital Bonds 
Election Set 
For June 6 


Friday, June 6, will be the date of 
the Sequoia Hospital bond election 
to finance construction of a new 
hospital in this district. The date 
was set by the board of trustees 
Wednesday night. 


In other action the board elected 
George Walsh of Menlo Park as 
temporary chairman of the board in 
the absence of Chairman C. C. Arm, 
strong, who was ordered to bed for 
a month by his physician. 

John A. Sullivan was named 
chairman of the bond election cam— 
paign committee. He will serve un- 
der Chairman H. E. Holmquist of 
Redwood City. Larry Johnston was 
asked to head the local campaign 
but was unable to serve. 

Amount of the bond issue to be 
sought is expected to be determined 
at next Wednesday’s meeting of the 
trustees after receipt of a prelim- 
inary report on a survey by R. J. 
Stull, hospital consultant. One of 
his associates, Miss Madelyne Stur— 
davant, was in the district this week 
gathering data upon which he will 
decide how large a hospital should 
be built. He has promised this re- 
port by April 30. 

Architect Douglas Stone told the 
board he would have preliminary 
drawings within 10 days for the hos- 
pital, which is to be built on Ala~ 
meda de las Pulgas at Whipple Ave., 
west of Redwood City. In order to 
have something to work on, he said, 
he was planning a 100-bed hos- 
pital four stories in height, but that 
his plans could be changed. 

County Treasurer A. H. Sagehorn, 
treasurer for the district, predicted 
that the bond issue could be sold to 
bear not greater than 2 per cent in- 
terest.

Ravenswood-Middlefield Site 


Sought For High 


The Sequoia High School board of 
trustees moved last Friday to make 
application to War Assets Admini- 
stration for seven acres of land at 
the corner of Ravenswood Ave. and 
Middlefield Rd. which Stanford 
University is planning to release to 
WAA because it is no longer need- 
ed as part of Stanford Village. 


The acreage is unoccupied and is 
located at the northeast corner of 
the former Dibble Hospital grounds. 
It is in the form of an “L”, con- 
sisting of a sttip 250 feet wide along 
Middlefield Rd., plus a narrow strip 
along Ravenswood. 


The property would be the skele- 
ton of a 30-acre square which A. C. 
Argo, superintendent, said would be 
needed for the school. The rest 
would be acquired when Stanford 
releases it.

Hil Ho! Come Council Cuts Hedge Law, 
To The Fair Receives Zoning Ordinance 


who proposed it as a safety measure. 
The first draft was presented to 
councilmen March 11, and precipi- 
tated warm discussion. 


Tentatively the measure would re- 
quire cutting of hedges, bushes and 
other growth to a height of four 
feet at each corner. The only ex- 
ception would be trees, which would 
have to be trimmed up to a height 
of eight feet. 

The area of each corner lot af. 
fected would be determined as fol- 
lows: From the center of the inter- 
section, measure 60 feet down the 
middle of each street. Draw lines 
connecting all the 60-ft. points. The 
inside of the square (or polygon if 
there are more than four points) is 
the area in which growth must be 
controlled. 


Receiving copies of the new zon- 
ing ordinance, the council decided 
to invite members of the Planning 
Commission and the Board of Real- 
tors to the May 13th council meet- 
ing to discuss the measure, 


Contrary to the present ordinance, 
the new one merely sets up zones. 
Another one n.st be drafted to ap— 
ply the zones io individual proper= 
ties 

New “Zone R1” applies to single 
family residential areas. 

Zone R1A has. 20,000 square-foot 
lots, with a minimum width of 100 
feet or minimum depth of 130 feet; 
Zone R1B, 10,000 square- foot lots, 
15 feet or 100 feet; one RIC, 7,500 
square-foot lots, 60 feet or 100 feet; 
and Zone RID, 5,000 square-foot 
lots, 50 feet or 100 feet. Sidelines 
would be 10 per cent of the mini- 
mum lot width except for Zone 
R1B, which would be 10 feet. 

The front set back would be 28 
feet for RIA and 20 feet for the 
other three zones. Rear yards would 
have to be 20 feet. 

A special “Zone R1A-A” would be 
set up for land being used for agri- 
culture but when subdivided would 
be single-family residential. 

“Zone R2” would include duplexes 
and small apartments. Minimum lot 
size would be 45 by 100 feet. Side 
lines would be 5 feet; front set back, 
20 feet and rear yard, 15 feet. 

“Zone R3” would include apart- 
ments, hotels and medical clinics. 
Size and sideline areas would be the 
same as Zone R2. Front sea back 
would be 15 feet, and rear yard, 10 
feet. 

Zone C would be the commercial 
zone, with no restrictions on lot size 
or set backs. Zone Cl would be 
commercial and light industrial. 
Zone I would be industrial. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess said 
that provisions would be made for 
retaining present set backs if a 
block already was well built up. 

The part of the law by which as- 
sessory building could be erected 
within 2% feet of the property line 
brought controversy among council- 
men. 

Councilman Vernon Barker ob- 
jected that a garage might as well 
be on the property line as only 214 
feet away, because such a short dis— 
tance would not prevent the spread 
of fire and instead would provide 
space for accumulation of trash. 

The Planning Commission also re— 
commended two changes in the 
master plan. One removes the 20. 
foot set back on Santa Cruz Ave. 
because of widing of that street and 
the other calls for widening and 
staggering the entrances to the pro- 
posed parking lot in the block be- 
tween University Drive and Crane 
street. 


The commission was directed to 


hold a public hearing on the two 
proposals at its May 19 meeting at 
8 p.m. at the City Hall.

To the lover of books there is a thrill that never palls in run- 
ning one’s fingers through the pages of a new voOlume—in feasting 
the eyes upon its shining jacket, in sniffing the distinctive odor of 
good-quality book paper, and even (though we know it’s naughty) 
in hearing that wee little creak of the back when the covers are 
first ptessed apart. 

The Stanford University Press certainly puts out pleasing pub- 
lications and the latest one to reach our hands increases our ap— 
preciation of their product. It is Dr. Bailey Willis’ “A Yanqui in 
Pategonia”, “a story that covers in part the first half-century of 
my ninety years”, as the elderly author phrases it. 

This is more than the autobiography of one of Stanfords Em- 
eritus professors; more than a history of engineering accomplish- 
ments in South America. It is a tale of adventure, clearly and 
simply told. With all its information the accounts in this book 
reflect so much modesty that one easily understands why Bailey 
Willis has been a well—beloved figure on the Stanford Campus for 
so many years, where he is affectionately known as “Barthquake 
Willis”. 

One of the world’s authorities on earthquakes, Dr. Willis is said 
to still be willing to wager that the south pier of the Golden Gate 
Bridge may someday be toppled down by a trembler, and he takes 
no chances with earthquakes in his own campus home, which is 
“quake-proofed”, 

Those who have seen Dr. Willis’ beautiful paintings wonder that 
any other interest could be so strong as to keep him from devoting 
his time to art, but he has pursued this talent only as a “hobby” 
along with his devotion to geology. 

On Wednesday evening of this week he delivered a talk on 
“Our South-American Neighbors” in Cubberley Hall, as one of the 
Hispanic Lecture Series. The man defies age. His book, like his 
lectures, reflect the vigor of his fruitful life.

Several weeks ago in this column, 
Councilman Carl Noller discussed 
the Menlo Park street lighting sit- 
uation. His conclusions favored the 
taking over of the street lights in 
the city by the city government. The 
controling body is now the San Ma- 
teo County Board of Supervisors. It 
is the opinion of the present city 
council that not only the Lighting 
District, but also the Fire District 
and the Sanitary District should be 
taken over by the city when the 
boundaries of the city are sufficient. 
ly enlarged. In the case of the 
Sanitary District and the Fire Dist— 
rict, present city boundaries fall far 
short of making the takeover prac~ 
tical. So far as the lighting Dist- 
rict is concerned, however, the city 
can now operate this facility as 
cheaply as the county. 

As Dr. Noller pointed out, there 
are two ways in which the city can 
take over. One is through the form- 
ation of a municipal lighting dist- 
rict; the other is the assumption of 
street lighting as a general city 
function paid for out of general city 
taxes or other revenue. If a city 
lighting district is formed, the Coun-

budget is complicated by the city’s 
present fiscal inability to absorb the 
cost. The city tax rate is at its le- 
gal maximum rate of one dollar. In 
general the assessed valuations of 
individual buildings and parcels of 
property have remained unchanged 
from their prewar figures, yet the 
level of salaries and prices paid by 
the city has jumped just as it has 
for other types of business. The 
growth of the city has increased 
tremendously the demands upon 
the city departments. Thus, to 
squeeze another $9,000 to support 
the lighting system out of the gen- 
eral budget is as yet impractical. 

The Lighting District now charg— 
es a 26-cent per $100.00 tax rate 
against property in the city. Under 
city auspices this rate would no 
longer be charged. If a special city 
rate of 25 cents for lighting purpos- 
es were authorized by the voters, 
then the city could take over the 
system at a slight net saving to tax- 
payers. 

Unfortunately, a large number of 
our citizens do not study public 
matters (aprticularly municipal) 
carefully, and it is my fear that 
many of the less-informed voters 
would believe the 25-cent lighting 
tax rate proposition on the ballot 
to be a tax rate increase rather 
than just a transfer from the coun— 


raising funds as would be a tax | ty to the city, and would vote “no”. 


It would take a two-thirds majority 
(two for to every one against) to 
carry the tax authorization. In all 
events, an educational campaign 
would be necessary to explain ade- 
quately what the city was trying to 
accomplish,

Murphy and his driver go to head- 
quarters, but the latter was booked, 
in spite of Murphy’s protest and de- 
fense. 


So far so good (or bad). Tradi- 
tion was maintained. It doesn’t pay 
to talk back to a traffic cop. The 
story has, however, to my mind. 
some extraordinary connotations. I 
can remember the day when a sec- 
ond assistant political boss could 
violate most traffic rules with both 
impunity and profanity—and woe 


betide any uniformed gentleman on 


a motorcycle who thought other- 
wise. That time, apparently, has 
passed. But what I want to know 
is, if a Supreme Court Justice does— 
n’t even know the nature of a mis— 
demeanor, what qualifies him to ad— 
judicate the abstruse and import- 
ant technicalities of major law? 
Murphy was right—which I con- 
cede might easily be true—what sort 
of near-Gestapo is developing, in 
our national capital of all places, 
which will permit the princes of 
our judiciary to be hauled before a 
police magistrate when accused of 
the smallest and slightest legal in- 
fraction? Seems to me we rate an 
answer to these questions.

Because you, as a telephone user, have an important 
stake in the issues, we'd like to give some straight 
answers to questions you may have about the strike 
situation up to date. 


1. Why is there a telephone 
Strike ? 


The unions made large demands. We could not 
agree to these demands but offered to extend 
contracts while bargaining continued. But the 
unions refused. We then offered to arbitrate 
the basic issue, wages. The unions again refused 
and went out on strike. 


2. What are the unions 
demanding ? 


They are demanding scores of changes in con- 
tracts which would, if granted, amount to an 
increase of more than $100,000,000 a year in the 
cost of telephone service. 

This amount is five times our 1946 earnings. 

It would make our payroll alone larger than all 
the money we took in last year. 


3. What do these demands mean 
to telephone users? 


The union demands equal $45 per year added 
to each telephone biil . . . a 40 per cent increase 
in all telephone rates. 


4, How well are telephone 
employees paid now? 


Studies show telephone wages are in line with 
those paid for other jobs on the Coast requir— 
ing similar skill and training .. - telephone wage 
rates now average 58 per cent above the 1941 
level. Here are typical examples: 


OPERATORS: Even a girl right out of school 
starts at a basic rate of $30 a week while learn- 
ing—in small towns, $28 to $29. Actual earn— 
ings are higher due to overtime and premium 
pay. There are frequent pay raises, too. At the 
end of the first year the new Operator can be 
earning over $1900 a year. A supervising oper- 
ator can earn over $2700 per year working a 
5-day week. 


PLANT MAINTENANCE MEN: Actual earnings 
of many experienced men last year were more 
than $5000. 
The basic rate for inexperienced men is $34 a 
the start and scales up to $72. Overtime and 
premium pay are in addition.

5. What other benefits do 
employees get? 


Among other extra advantages are paid vaca 
tions up to three weeks depending on length of 


service . . . holidays with pay . . . sickness and 
death benefits ... pensions . . . good working 
conditions. 


And telephone work is steady work .. . the kind 


a person can count on. 


6. Why can’t the Campany agree 
to union demands ? 


Wages and other costs of service are paid by the 
people who use the telephone. We can’t give 
blanket agreement to the unions’ huge demands 
because we cannot justify them to our customers 
who pay the bill. 


7. How has the Company tried 
to end the strike? 


We wanted to extend the liberal working con— 
tracts while bargaining continued. But the 
unions refused. We repeatedly offered to submit 
the wage question . . . the basic issue... to 
arbitration. But the unions continue to refuse. 
We have offered the unions a practical plan to 
settle the strike ... A plan that is fair equally 
to our employees, investors and customers. 


When will the strike be over ? 


We don’t know. But we believe that no matter 
how long the strike lasts, it is in the public in- 
terest to face it rather than to capitulate to the 
unions’ huge demands which would require large 
increases in telephone rates.

Meanwhile we will continue to do our best to handle 
your calls. 

Calls from dial to dial telephones, which make up the 
bulk of calls in many cities, are completed without in— 
terruption. Many calls which require the service of 
an operator are also being completed. 

Many Telephone Company people are working days 
and nights on strenuous shifts to keep service going. 
They have been joined by many others who put the 
public interest first.
